The Quarterly Meeting of the Board of Trustees of The 
Corcoran Gal lery of Art was held at the Gal Iery at 10:30 a.m. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. Hamilton, the other 
members present being Messrs. Glover, Thom, Bradley, Finley, 

Gray and Kreeger. The Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Assis¬ 
tant Treasurer and Chairman of the Women's Committee were also 
present. 

The Chair stated that in the absence of objection and 
there being no corrections suggested, the minutes of the Board 
Meeting of January 22, 1968 be approved as written. 

The Chair then requested a I I present to stand for a moment 
of silence in memory of Katherine Morris Hall. The following 
resolution was offered by the Chair and unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED: The Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of Art 
deeply deplore the death of Katherine Morris Hall, which oc¬ 
curred on March 21, 1968. 

For many years Mrs. Hal I was a loyal and devoted friend 
of this institution, deeply interested in its affairs, and 
served with distinction as a Trustee for fifteen years from 
the time of her election in 1953. She served on the Committee 
on Works of Art from 1953 until 1968 and on the Building and 
Grounds Committee from 1954 until her death. She assisted gen¬ 
erously with donations for the maintenance of the Clark Wing 
and col lections. 

BE IT RESOLVED that this Board records upon its minutes 
its profound sense of loss, and that the Secretary transmit a 
copy of this resolution to Mrs. Hall's two sons and daughter 
with an expression of the personal regard of the Board's members 
for their long-time friend and their sorrow at her passing. 

The Chair reported that under the Will of the late Mrs. 

Hal I the Gal lery was to receive a bequest of $5,000.00 and a 
contingent interest in the residual estate, the details of 
which, at the present time, have not been assertained. 

The next order of business was the filling of the vacancy 
in the Board of Trustees caused by the death of Mr. Fleming. 
After discussion, it was moved by Mr. Finley and seconded by 
Mr. Kreeger that Mary Hale Chase (Mrs. G. Howland Chase) be 
elected a Trustee. Whereupon the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 
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RESOLVED: That Many Hale Chase be and is hereby elected 

a member of the Board of Trustees of I he Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

No action was taken on filling the vacancy on the Board 
occasioned by the death of Mrs. Hall. 

The Treasurer then presented his letter of transmittal 
covering changes in investments in the first quarter of I ( ^nS 
which was accepted and ordered placed on file. 

The Comptroller then presented the Operation of the Budget 
which showed an overall expenditure of 24.90$ of the Budget. 

The report was accepted and ordered placed on i i le. 

RESOLVED: That the Board of Trustees does hereby accept 

the following gifts with its sincere thanks: 

a) $5,000 from Margaret Eustis Finley for the Building 
Fund 

b) $3,502.70 from The Associates for architect's fee 

c) $1,000 from Celanese Corporation for Purchase of 
Works of Art 

d) $5,000 from Katherine Du I in Folgerfor the Kaffir i ne Pul in 
Folger Publication Fund 

Mr. Gray then reported at some length on the negotiations 
leading towards the possible acquisition of the property ad¬ 
jacent to the Gallery. He stated that the General Services 
Administration would not dispose of the property without giving 
the Gal I cry a chance to acquire it. He stated that the pos¬ 
sibility the revenues from the Walker Johnson building might be 
sufficient to cover the cost of the property was being investi¬ 
gated, hut that he was not sanguine about the outcome. He 
stated that another possibility was the purchase of the property 
by a labor union which might be persuaded to donate to the 
Trustees approximately 1/3 of the land. Mr. Hamilton and Mr. 
Gray will continue to investigate the matter and will report at 
the next meeting. 

The Board approved the reappointment of the Faculty of 
the Corcoran School of Art and the salary increases recommended 
and itemi-cd in the minutes of the meeting of the Committee on 
Works of Art and the Art School of April 22 as subsequently also 
approved by the Treasurer. 
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No action was taken on the salary increases proposed for 
the Administrative staff of the School by the Dean. Jhis mat¬ 
ter was postponed until a subsequent meeting of the Board. 


The following recommended increases in tuition were ap¬ 
proved : 

a) Increase tuition for courses meeting five days per 
week from $175 to $225. 

b) Increase tuition in Art History and Art Appreciation 
courses meeting two days per week from $100 to S125- 

c.) Increase Summer School tuition for adults Prom SI 00 
to $150 per course. 


The Secretary then reported briefly on membership and the 
operation of the sales desk and rental gallery. He stated that 
membership had increased by 42 to a total of 2808 and '-hat in¬ 
come had increased by $912 over the same quarter in 196/. He 
reported that income from the sales desk had decreased by 
$2,045.67 over the same quarter of 1967 and attendance had 
also decreased by 23,506 for the same period. Both of these 
decreases are due to the institution of admission fees and also 
to the fact that in 1967 the Biennial exhibition was attracting 
a large attendance. He stated that the income from the art 
rental service had risen for the quarter by $852. He stated 
that the various exhibitions held by the 0 a I Iery during fhe 
current season were continuing to attract national and inter¬ 
national attention in art magazines, including Art forum , Studm 
Internat i oiia I , Arts , A rt News , as we I I a s in the local press. 

It is doubtful that any American museum has received more ex¬ 
tensive and favorable coverage of its exhibitions during this 
period. 


The Secretary then read excerpts from the quarterly reports 
of the Curator, Curator of Education, Registrar and Art School. 
He pointed out that there were 56 fewer tours given by the 
Education Department during the first quarter of 1968 as com¬ 
pared with the same period of 1967. In connection with the 
Registrar's report, he pointed out that the Gallery was more 
heavily involved in processing loan requests from other insti¬ 
tutions than normal. He stated that some 20 institutions had 
received works on loan from the Gallery during the period. He 
also stated that while there are 6 insurance claims pending, all 
of which dale back to I‘H>7, no new claims wore tiled during the 
quarter. In connection with the Art School report he mentioned 
courses that will be included in the curriculum in the fall, in¬ 
cluding those in English and photography. 












The reports were a I I accepted and ordered placed on fi le. 

The Secretary then presented the minutes of the meeting of 
the Committee on Works of Art oh February 2.2 which were approved 
with the exception that the Board did not approve the purchase 
of the pointing The Haymakers by Jerome Thompson. The minutes 
of the aforesaid committee of ApriI 22 were also approved and 
ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary cal led the Board's attention to the fact that 
the President and the Director were to draft a letter to the 
Friends of the Corcoran suggesting a course of action wh i ch 
might I ac i I ihat.e the working arrangements between the two organ i 
zat ions. The Chair reported in this connection that he had re¬ 
ceived a friendly and cooperative letter from the President 
of the Friends, Mark Sandground. 

The loan of the pastel, Cafe Singers by Edgar Degas in the 
W. A. Clark col lection to The Metropo! itan Museum was approved. 

The Secretary distributed to a I I members of the Board pre¬ 
sent a pre I im inary draft proposal out. I i n i ng various act ivi ties 
to celebrate the Centennial ol I he Corcoran Gal lory of Art's 
deed ot g i I t.. The President was authorized to appoint a special 
committee on the Centennial to provide' I unds and to participate 
in planning and executing the celebrations. The Secretary 
pointed out that it was essential that said committee act 
reasonably promptly on the proposals so that preparatory work 
can be accomplished before the end of the summer 1968, other¬ 
wise some of the proposals would have to be abandoned. 

The staff submitted on behalf of the Committee on the Bui Id 
i ng and Grounds a routine, report covering the activities of the 
maintenance force. The report was placed on file. 

Mr. Kreeger reported that, he had no formal report of the 
Special Committee on Music, but that he would schedule a meeting 
in the near future to make recommendations as to the continuance 
or cancellation of the contract with the North Carolina School 
of the Arts. 

The request of the Life Insurance Advertisers Association 
to hold a reception at the Gal lery was dec I ined.

The Secretary reported that the sum of $9,186,50 was avail¬ 
able for the purchase of works of art. Works of consignment for 
sale have a valuation of $54,900,00,

3) Painting, The Haymakers , by Jerome Thompson (1814 - 1886) 
from Hirschl & Adler for $2®^500, 




The Secretary was directed to poll the Trustees on the pur¬ 
chase of the first two items in order that a check in payment there¬ 
of could be forwarded without waiting for the formal action of the 
Board at the April 20 meeting. The affirmative vote of two mem¬ 
bers of the Board not present at this meeting of the Committee, 
constituting a majority of the Board, would be sufficient to author¬ 
ize the purchase. 


Mr, Glover wishes the minutes to record the fact that he voted 
against the purchase of the painting, U.S.A , by Arthur G, Dove. 


It is hoped that by the time of the next meeting of the Board 
that there will be enough money in the Reserve for the Purchase of 
Works of Art to make it possible for item 3 to be purchased,

The exchange of the painting. My Country 'Tis of Thee by Sante 
Graziani for Stuart's Red, White & Blue by the same artist was 
approved. The appraised valuation of the first named painting was 
$1,400, of the replacement $2,000, thus the artist as the donor 
gave an additional contribution of $600,00. 

The possible future exhibition of light sculpture was approved. 

The Secretary reported that The Friends of the Corcoran have 
appropriated $5,000 for the matching fund of $10,000 to be required 
if the Gallery is given a grant from the National Foundation on the 
Arts. 


The Secretary reported that Mr, Hamilton had checked and 
approved the contract with the distributor relating to the film 
festival scheduled for April of this year, the proceeds of which 
will be added to the Purchase of Works of Art Fund. 

Your Committee authorized the relocation of the Art Rental 
Service into galleries 39 and 40, the transfer of the education 
office and conference room to the north side of gallery 50, and 
the use of gal 1ery 38 as a combined members room and room of recent 
acquisitions. The portraits presently installed in gallery 38 will 
be incorporated in the permanent hanging of the /American paintings. 
This change will be made during the summer months. 

The Secretary was instructed to write an additional letter to 
Ethel Darlington Garrett on the subject of her proposed bequest of 
French furniture to the Gallery, after consulting with the President, 










At this point Mrs. Korff, Chairman of the Women's Committee 
joined the meeting and a discussion of the Women's Committee's 
proposal to hold an art auction in the Gallery in the fall of 1968 
or in the fall of 1969 ensued. The proposal was approved in prin¬ 
ciple by your Committee. 


There being no further business to come before the Committee / 
the meeting was adjourned at 12:30 p.m.

The meeting was called to order by the Chairman, Mr, Finley, 
those present being Messrs, Hamilton and Gray, The Secretary, 
Assistant Treasurer and the Curator of Contemporary Art were also 
present and, towards the end of the meeting, the Dean, 

The Secretary reported that the sum of $2,825,30 was avail¬ 
able for the Purchase of Works of Art, Works on consignment for 
sale have a valuation of $54,900,00, 

The Secretary reported that he had poI led the Trustees on the 
purchase of the two works by Arthur B, Dove recommended at the 
February 23 meeting and that the purchase had been duly authorized 

After consideration your Committee recommended the purchase 
of the fo I I ow ing : 

Sculpture, Cigarette by Tony Smith (Stee I , No, I of 5) from 

the Fischbach Gallery, New York for $1,500, 

The foI lowing offers of unrestricted gift and bequest were ac 
cepted: 

a) A collection of prints (approximately 2,000 items) from 
the estate of Frank Baker Bristow, (vaI, c,$10,000) 

b) Library of art reference books from the same source,

The Secretary was authorized to secure the services of Jacob 
Kainen and Edgar Breitenbach to expertise the collection of prints 
and to segregate those items to be retained by the Gallery and 
those to be distributed to Baker University, Baldwin, Kansas, 

The Secretary reported that Mr, George Biddle has notified 
him that the drawing Self Portrait by Abraham Rattner was being 
added to Mr, Biddle's future bequest. 
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Your Committee decided against the exchange of PI ace of Many 
Mans ions by Alexander Russo for Nature in Transition by the same 
artist, 

Your Committee approved the purchase of two sculptures by 
Antoine Louis Barye, Scratching Fawn and Po ? nter to replace two 
of the three lost bronzes covered by insurance. With the concur** 
ranee of the insurance agent, these works may be acquired from the 
Bernard Black Gallery for $495 and $5&5 respectively. 

Your Committee decided against pursuing the possible acqui** 
sition of the painting Dana^ by AdoIph Ulrich Wertmffller from the 
National Museum of Stockholm by exchange. 

Your Committee approved the future exhibition of Contemporary 
Iranian Art scheduled for January 1970, 

The request of The Metropolitan Museum of Art to borrow Cafe 
Singers by Edgar Degas in the W. A. Clark Col lection was approved. 

The request of the Parrish Art Museum to borrow the painting 
Fo rty-two Kids by George Bel lows or Ground SweI I by Edward Hopper 
was dec I ined. 

The request of the Los Angeles County Museum of Art to borrow 
The Old House of Representatives by Samuel F. B. Morse, Niagara 
Falls by Frederick Church and The Last of the Buffalo by Albert 
B ierstadt was also declined. 

The Secretary called the attention of the Committee to the 
difficulty in getting the Friends to operate in a professional man¬ 
ner in connection with the acquisition of works of art for the 
Gallery's collection. He read the draft of a proposed letter 
which was submitted in the hope that it might be a step towards 
eliminating some of the cau ses of confusion. Discussion foI I owed, 
and it was decided that the President with the assistance of the 
Director would draft a letter for the President's signature to be 
transmitted to the Friends, 

The Secretary reported that contributions to the Kenneth Stubbs 
Memorial Fund for an award in the Art School amounted to $2121,25, 

He stated.that a special committee of artists were arranging a tour 
of artists' studios in the fall to augment the total to approxi¬ 
mately $5,000,00, 

The Secretary then distributed to each member of the Committee 
a copy of a memorandum on the Department of Education prepared by 
the Women's Committee, The Assistant Treasurer was requested to 
bring the Women's Committee's recommendations with respect to 
budgetary matters and procedures to the attention of the Treasurer, 
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Mr, Hamilton reported that he and Mr, Thom were considering 
whether or not the salaries of the School's administrative staff 
should be adjusted at the same time as those of the Gal Iery em¬ 
ployees, or as of the beginning of the School year; no decision 
on this point has been reached. 

The possibiIity of conducting a series of summer courses at 
Columbia, Md, as an extension of the Corcoran School was next dis¬ 
cussed, The Secretary stated that while he was not opposed to 
the idea in principle he, nevertheless, had some reservations 
about the comparative worth of embarking on the project at this 
time taking into consideration the amount of time, effort and 
expense that would have to be given to it compared with what might 
be accompIished were the same effort expended on improving the 
reguIar School, Considerable discussion ensued, and your Committee 
agreed with the Dearies recommendation that the project be tried 
for the summer of 1968, 

The following new courses proposed by the Dean were approved: 

1) New media (additional course) 

2) Film Course 

3) Fundamentals of photography 

4) Eng|ish compos i t i on 

The following increases in tuition at the School were approved 
as follows: increase tuition for courses meeting five days per 

week from $175 to $225, increase tuition in Art History and Art 
Appreciation courses meeting two days per week from $100 to $125, 
and increase tuition in the Summer School (henceforth to be called 
"Summer Term") from $100 to $150 per adult course. 

There being no further business to come before the Committee, 
the meeting was adjourned at 4:00 p,m.

Dear Mr. Williams: 

The attached report submitted by the Membership Secretary indi¬ 
cated an increase of 42 members to 2,808 over 2,766 reported in 
December of 1967. The income for the quarter of $15,388.82 is 
$912.32 more than the $14,469.50 reported for the same quarter 
in 1967. Most of this increase ($838.57) accrued during April 
as the result of a special mailing sent to all delinquent mem¬ 
bers from 1967. 

American Mail Advertising is, at no cost to us, making a geo¬ 
graphic profile of our current membership and will, when this 
is completed, make a recommendation on where our fall mailing 
should be focused. Meanwhile, the possibility of acquiring 
new members in the spring is being tested by a mailing now 
being made to approximately 3,000 selected names.

MEMORANDUM ON DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION - March, 21, 1968 


June, 1968, marks the end of the three year period of support guaranteed to the 
Department of Education by the Womens’ Committee. The minimum of $12,000 per year 
agreed upon has been added to each year as the Department expanded and the cost of 
operation mounted.. The budget for the Department for the third year was $17,350. The 
project has proved successful in meeting many of the educational needs of the Gallery 
and has been endorsed by both the staff and the trustees. At this time the Womens’ 
Committee seeks to clarify its position with regard to the Department and to make 
recommendations for its future development. 

Budget 

As a volunteer group the Womens' Committee cannot be more than advisory in the 
management of this or any other department of the Gallery. Now that the three year 
pilot project has been completed the Department's budget will be evaluated and ad¬ 
ministered as an integral part of the Gallery's budget as a whole. While the Womens' 
Committee looks forward to a further growth and continued support of the Department 
of Education recommendations for the budget will be prepared by the Director and 
submitted to the Womens' Committee for review. 

In order to simplify budget proceedures it is suggested that the calendar year 
be used instead of the fiscal year in order to conform with the financial operations 
of the rest of the GAllery. 

Personnel 

The Director of Education is presently responsible to the Chief Curator and 
through him to the Director. The Womens' Committee considers a close collaboration 
between the Department of Education and the Curatorial Department to be essential to 
the development of a successful overall program for the Gallery. 

Program 

While the term education might well apply to almost any activity of the Gallery 
the following program rightfully comes under the Department of Education. 
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1. Docent Program .Plan the volunteer docent program in consultation with the 
Docent Chairman and members of the Curatorial Department for approval of the 
Director. Following approval of the program the execution and coordination is 
the responsibility of the Director of Education. 

2 * Children's Gallery . Plan the program of the Children's Gallery in consulta¬ 
tion with the Curatorial Department and volunteer Chairman of the Children’s 


Gallety for approval of the Director. 

y 



3. Membership Program . Organize the preparation of membership film series, 
lectures and concerts in consultation with the appropriate committees and members 
of the Curatorial staff. 

Development .Continue exploration of new methods of education and new develop¬ 
ments in community participation. Research constant up-dating and improvements 
in both lectures and gallery tours. 



RECOMMENDATIONS .. 

1. The Womens' Committee recommends that the Director of Education receive a 
salary which will enable him to discontinue his present teaching assignments in the 
Art School. Certain other lectures on free time may be helpful to the prestige of the 
Department..Such activities, however, inevitably add to the work load of the Director ; 
and should be kept at a minimum. 

2. The European Art Tour presently brings no income to the Gallery or the Womens' 
Committee and consumes considerable time of the department staff. Unless the European 
Art Tour is so planned to bring in a sizable revenue to the Gallery the time involved 
is too great for the results achieved. It is recommended that this event be postponed 
till such time when there is a larger staff in the Department of Education. 

3. The executive committee of the Womens' C.ommittee has recommended the dison- 
tinuation of the Wednesday Morning subsciption lecture series in favor of joining a 
single membership series of a broader nature.

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the 
following report covering the period January 1 through March 31, 1968. 

During this quarter, the maintenance men were responsible for the 
picking up of Area Show works as well as the unpacking and hanging of 
the SWEDEN TODAY/PAINTING AND SCULPTURE Exhibition which involved some 
repainting of stands and radiator covers, the COLIN GREENLY Exhibi¬ 
tion which required the building of new bases, the complete reframing 
and installation of the CLARENCE JOHN LAUGHLIN: VICTORIAN CHICAGO Exhi¬ 
bition, and the unpacking and hanging of the monumental AL HELD Exhi¬ 
bition. They also dismantled and packed up for shipment The Big X, 
by Ronald Bladen, and packed the PERUVIAN Exhibition for shipment back 
to Peru. 

In addition, the kitchen and curatorial offices were repainted, 
new lights were put in the Curatorial Corridor, the Clark Corridor and 
in the showcases at the Sales Desk. Pedestals were painted in the atrium 
and the floor of Gallery 30 was refinished. New lights were put in the 
Workmen’s Room, and new shelves in the Electric Shop. 

Two Carousel projectors were bought for the Gallery Auditorium, 
to be used there exclusively, jointly by the Women’s Committee and the 
Gallery. The cost to each was $194.62. Considerable work on the heating 
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equipment was done in the Amatos’ Photography Studio. Work is currently 
progressing to strip and refinish Mr. Quandt’s Conservation Studio, 
which is nearing completion. 

In the School, an extra heavy table was made for the papercutter 
in Studio #14, and shelves in Ceramics Studio were installed. The School 
was set up for Registration and an extra wing for the commercial art 
gallery in the School was installed.

Page 1, paragraph 4, sentence 2, rewrite to read: "Photographs of Chicago 
Victorian architecture by Clarence John Laughlin will be shown. Mr. Laughlin will 
lecture Monday, March 4, on 'A Forgotten Heritage, American Victorian Architecture 
Rediscovered.

Mrs. Powell announced the death of Mrs. Korff's mother. The Corresponding 
Secretary, Mrs. Osgood, was directed to send flowers from the Women’s Committee to 
Mrs. Korff. 

A second New Members Party will be held on Sunday, May 19, at 5:00 p.m. Mrs. 
Powell requested a volunteer to be chairman of the event. 

The dates of the Film Series are April 4, 9 and 30. They will be shown in 
Lisner Auditorium and will commence at 8:15 each evening. 

Forty members of the Women’s Committee of the Boston Museum will visit the 
Corcoran on Tuesday, April 2, at 10:30; tours will be conducted by docents. 





Following the tours, the visitors will be guests of our Women's Committee at a 
luncheon in the Gallery. Although it would be too expensive for all of our members 
to attend the lunch, Mrs. Powell stated that anyone who has a particular interest 
in doing so is welcome to come. 

Ball Report - Mrs. Sarnoff 

Almost 3,000 invitations to the Ball have been mailed. 

A sample of the new design of the fiber optics to be used as the stairway 
decoration was displayed. The company which had planned originally to lend us the 
fiber optics changed its policy and decided to charge a fee. Therefore, arrange¬ 
ments have been made with the Edmund Scientific Company to borrow 16 of its fiber 
optic displays. The cost to the Ball Committee will be for shipping charges only. 
These decorations are available for sale at a cost of $365.00 for each one. 

Other decorations include kaleidoscopic colors projected onto the ceiling of 
the Atrium and fluorescent paint on the lions at the 17th Street door. In keeping 
with the Gottleib exhibition, the table decorations will consist of shapes and 
colors from his paintings. 

Lecture Series - Mrs. Rasenberger 

In the absence of Mrs. Burns, Mrs. Rasenberger announced that 100 series 
tickets had been sold for the Spring lectures. Luncheon hostesses are needed for 
Ben Summerford on April 10 and for Andre Emmerich on April 24. 

Treasurer's Report 

Mrs. Simmons made a motion to dispense with the Treasurer's Report. The motion 
was seconded and passed. 

Washington Artists' Opening - Mrs. Winslow 

The Committee was reminded of the opening of the exhibition of Washington 
artists in the Rental Gallery on Saturday, March 30. The opening party, sponsored 
by the Women's Committee will be held between 5:00 and 7:00 p.m. 

Kreeger House Visit - Mrs. Dudley 

On May 25, the Kreeger house will be open from 4:00 - 6:00 p.m. for the $100.00 
(and over) members of the Corcoran. Docents will be stationed throughout the house 
to discuss the works of art. 

Annual Report, Department of Education - Mr. Selby 

As the original three-year commitment of the Women's Committee for the Depart¬ 
ment of Education is about to end, Mr. Selby reviewed the growth of the Department. 
Starting out as a tour service under the wing of the Curator of the Gallery, the 
Department has moved to a position of independence and is involved in image-building 
for the Corcoran. Mr. Selby has worked toward establishing a permanent Department 
of Education in the Gallery. 
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The tour program has developed In number from 8,000 per annum to 24,167 
(1966-67) and the docents have increased in number from 20 to 60. Their training 
has increased in quantity and demands upon the docents should also increase. The 
tours, constructed with a theme, Mr. Selby hopes will become "mind expanders rather 
than mind fillers." He expressed the opinion that "the Children's Gallery is the 
most rewarding aspect of the Education program." In 1967, 7,000, about 1/3 of the 
total, went to the Children's Gallery. Mr. Selby stated that more space is needed 
to permit both the changing exhibits and work area. 

The summer program will continue in 1968 with four sessions on print making. 

The Art School courses . Art History and Art Appreciation, were begun for the 
Art students. These courses, for which Mr. Selby is compensated by the Art School, 
will have to be dropped if the Education Department is cut. 

The Lecture Series , Concert Series and film series, for which most of the 
responsibility falls to the Education Department, have been attended by 6,000 people. 
Mr. Selby expressed the desire to have such persons as Gore Vidal to bring crowds 
to the Gallery. 

The slide collection has grown enough to be lent to institutions such as 
American University and George Washington University. 

The European Tour had 22 people in 1966 and 63 in 1967. This year the number 
may be less because of travel restrictions. Most other museums are going ahead with 
plans for such tours. Each participant in 1968 must be a member of the Corcoran 
and will be charged a service fee of $65.00. 

In the community , Mr. Selby has served or is serving on various boards or 
committees such as the Resource Board of the District Schools. He has cooperated 
with Widening Horizons and similar organizations, given talks, served on an art 
jury, etc. He has also helped with activities of the Women's Committee, especially 
the Lecture Series and the Ball. 

Future plans include improving the tours and setting up a lecture bureau of 
trained docents to talk about art , or the Corcoran's consolidating all of the 
Lecture Series under the Education Department to afford the best speakers; publish¬ 
ing educational materials for both children and adults; moving to the new office 
in the present Art Rental Gallery; extending the Children's Gallery; adding a docent 
lounge and establishing a children's sale desk which will sell both reproductions 
and materials at cost. 

The budget has grown from $12,000 to $17,650, and $25,000 is being requested 
for next year. 

Mrs. Powell expressed her appreciation to Mr. Selby for his full report. She 
also reported that the Education Department's budget will be under the Administra¬ 
tion in the future. The executive committee will prepare a proposal on the budget 
and present it at the next meeting. 

Mrs. Sarnoff suggested that the term "Junior Museum" rather than "Children's 
Gallery" be used. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned.

Mr. Peter Wilson, president of Sotheby and Co., will meet with Mr. Finley, 
Chairman of the Works of Art Committee, and Mr. Williams on April 4 to discuss 
the possibility of an art auction at the Corcoran in late 1968. If an appropri¬ 
ate date, preferably late November, can be arranged, the auction would serve as 
a major fund-raising project.

Mrs. Korff stated that plans for the event would be carried out by a joint 

committee with the Friends, as they are the art collector group of the Corcoran. 

Docent Report - Mrs. Hyde 

A recent article in the WASHINGTON POST on docent programs in the city's 
galleries has brought forth a number of highly qualified volunteers for the 
Corcoran program. 

In reporting the monthly statistics, Mrs. Hyde pointed out the great increase 
in the number of tours this year. 

Lecture Series - Mrs. Burns 

The Fall series of art lectures realized a profit of $1,800, although there ^ 
were only 70 paid subscribers. There was a higher cost for the series this year , 
of almost $100 per lecture. 

Announcement was made of the speakers for the Spring series: March 13, 

Ulfert Wilke; March 27, Donald Judd; April 10, Ben Summerford; April 24, Andre 
Emmerich; and May 8, Brian O'Doherty. The title of the series will again be 
"Artists and Critics on the 20th Century." 

Mrs. Winslow pointed out the great interest local artists have in this series 
as three working artists are among the speakers.

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II. The Department of Education Staff 

The Women 1 s Committee has undertaken the expense of a half-time 
assistant for the Department. Miss Farrell Fitch was appointed to 
this position as of January 8. The appointment is valid until the 
budget for 1968-69 is approved June 1, 1968. At that time, staff 
appointments in the Department will be reviewed dependent on budget 
allowance. 













III. Curator of Education 1 s Report 

At the March 26 meeting of the Women’s Committee, the Curator 
of Education made a report on the progress of the Department during 
the past three years. It was reported that the Department has ex¬ 
panded its programs and responsibilities during the three year 
trial period. Originally founded for the purpose of supervising a 
25 volunteer docent-8,000 school children tour program, the Depart¬ 
ment began with a budget of $12,000. This provided a full-time 
Curator of Education and a half-time secretary. Within three years 
the number of docents has increased to 60 and the tour participants 
to 24,000 persons annually. The Department has taken on many addi¬ 
tional programs such as the Children’s Gallery, the Membership 
Concert, Lecture and Film Series. Two one-year courses in the Art 
School are taught by the Curator of Education. The European Art 
Tour for members and numerous community committments in which the 
Curator of Education acts as a Gallery representative have been 
undertaken. In 1969, the present Women’s Committee Lecture Series 
will be handled by the Department. Despite this expansion, the 
staff has only been increased by one person and the budget by 
$5,650. If the present development is to be maintained, this will 
necessitate additional staff and budget allowances. The Curator 
of Education suggested a minimal budget of $19,250.00 and a pre¬ 
ferred budget of $24,850.00.

Dear Mr. Williams: 

The attached report submitted by the new Membership Secretary 
shows a marked drop in number of members from 4,534 reported as of 
September 30, 1967 to 2,884 at the close of the year. This does 
not reflect an actual change in number of members, but is the re¬ 
sult of a thorough check of the files in an effort to make the 
count accurate and to eliminate persons who have been erroneously 
carried on the rolls after their memberships had lapsed. 

Although it is shocking to find that we actually have slightly 
less than 3,000 active members the total income from membership dur¬ 
ing 1967 of $65,037.15 compares favorably with 1966 receipts of 
$63,734.00. We had been concerned by what appeared to be an extreme¬ 
ly low per capita contribution rate of approximately $14.34 it now 
appears that the average individual contribution has been approxi¬ 
mately $22.55. This at least is a much healthier situation than we 
had thought. 

The obvious need now is to raise the rate of members retained 
at the end of the first year of membership as well as to attract 
new members. Several programs have been begun to encourage reten¬ 
tion of members such as a party of new members, a letter signed by 
Dr. Williams enclosed along with each bill and a volunteer member¬ 
ship committee formed to assist the Membership Secretary in making 
personal contacts with members. A handout plan of the Gallery with 
a description of membership priviledges and a brief note on the 
collection has been printed and made available at the ticket desk. 

Mrs. Forgey, the new Membership Secretary, seems to have made 
substantial progress in the brief time she has been in the job 
toward getting the records corrected and attracting volunteer support.
